The Los A ngeles Times this 
w eek received a letter from a 
w om an who said “Tahquitz vol­ 
cano” was about to erupt again 
and urged the Tim es to w arn the 
populace. 
D iligent search of records and 
querying of Indians whose m em ­ 
ories of these p arts goes clear 
back when, failed to bring to 
light any know ledge of a “Tah­ 
qu itz” volcano. 
O ne soldier said he had seen 
sm oke arising in th a t vicinity but 
it w as only the cam pfire of some 
ranger. 
W hat brought it all about was 
th a t series of m inor earthquakes 
w hich jolted m ost of Southern 
C alifornia last w eek, a flock of 
them originating in faults across 
th e desert and some in the Ingle­ 
wood fault south of Los Angeles.

presenting

N. Buchwalter, 
ow ner of 
cigaret vending m a­ 
chines in operation here. 
Mr. Spears told councilmen the 
ordinance w as not equitable and 
that it would not stand a test in 
court. He declared the tax was 
a 33 percent levy on the am ount 
of business done and advocated a 
$1 tax per y ear which, he 
said, 
would am ount to a 5 percent levy.

am ounted to 50 cents per month 
and declared th at the company 
should be able to stand that.

With the dust clouds scarcely settled after the 
latest surprise bombing of Japan, Tojo surely is 
going to have to revise his interpretation of such 
events to the home folk. 
It is questionable how 
much longer it will suffice to explain blandly that 
a small group of American flyers got lost and 
dumped their bomb-loads to lighten their ships— 
never susPecting they were topside of Tokyo!
